In a move to add jobs to the 
state’s forest industry, lawmak- 
ers are planning to introduce 
legislation that would eliminate 
restrictions on logging in some 
state forest lands. 

Sen. Tony Stamas and Reps. 
Kevin Elsenheimer, Howard 
Walker and Darwin Booher 
announced the initiative at the 
Weyerhaeuser plant in Grayling 
on Monday. 

"The forest industry is an 
extremely important contributor 
to northern Michigan's econo- 
my," said Stamas, R-Midland. 
"Jobs are our number one con- 
cern and the legislation in this 
package will help create and 
retain forest industry jobs." 

The MI-Forests package aims 
to encourage private timber 
management through tax incen- 
tives and opening more state 
timber resources for industry 
use. 

State lawmakers said the leg- 
islation would: 

« review and/or abolish the 
Department of Natural 
Resources’ limitations that pre- 


tain state lands;

Bergan pleads no contest for death of Shane Piehl

Two days before he was sched- 
uled to go on trial for murder, a 
44-year-old Crawford County 
man entered into a plea agreement 
for a lesser charge. 

On Tuesday, Michael Patrick 
Bergan entercd a no contest plea 
in Crawford County Circuit Court 
for assault with intent to do great 
bodily harm Iess than murder. The 
change is connected to the death 
of Shane Pieh], 21, of Grayling. 

Piehl was shot in the head at 
close range with a .22-caliber rifle 
ona two-track off Four Mile Road 
near I-75, south of Grayling, The 
slaying occurred May 29, 2001, 


. Bergan faces up to’ 10 years in’ 
‘prison, as well as additional’ 


prison time since he will be 
charged as a habitual offender. 

Bergan shoved his hands into 
the pockets of his prison uniform 
and looked down during much of 
the plea hearing. Bergan is serving 
a three to 10-year prison sentence 
in the St. Louis Correctional 
Facility for an unrelated larceny 
conviction. 

Members of the Pichl family 
were given short notice to show 
up to the plea hearing late 
Tuesday morning. 

“It’s doesn’t seem like 15 years 
is that much for my son’s life,” 
said Kathy Piehl, Shane’s mother. 
“At least we can start to ee this 
behind us.”

Bergan was scheduled to go on 
trial beginning Thursday. 

During the plea hearing, 46th

ment that Amanda Moggo, Pichl’s 
fiancee, gave to Crawford County 
Sheriff Detective Rich Meyer, 
telling him the Piehl was going to 
meet Bergan to sell him 
OxyContin, ‘a powerful and high- 
ly addictive pain drug. 

Randee Craig Johnson also told 
police that Bergan told him he had

Grayling recognized for water fluoridation

City of Grayling officials were 
recently given an exemplary 
checkup from a national dental 
organization for adding fluoride 
to the community’s water supply. 

Grayling received the 
“Community Initiative Award” 
from the Association of State 
and Territorial Dental Directors 
(ASTDD) and Centers for 
Disease Control (CDC) for the 


city’s community water fluorida-_ 


tion program. 

The ASTDD is a national non- 
profit organization representing 
the directors and staff of state 


public health agency programs. 
for oral health. The ASTDD for-: - 


mulates and promotes the estab- 
lishment of sound national dental 
public health policies and assists 
state dental programs in the 
development and implementa- 
tion of programs and policies for 
the prevention of oral diseases. 

Each year, a committee repre- 
senting the ASTDD and CDC 
recognizes various communities 
through their review of state den- 
tal reports and by following news 
items regarding dental initiatives. 

Last year, the Grayling City 
Council opted to continue adding 
fluoride to the city’s municipal 
water after surveying residents 
on the issue. 


Adding fluoride to the water 
became an issue in January, 2004 
when the city was forced to dis- 
continue the practice when Doug 
Duby, the city’s former DPW 
director, died unexpectedly at the 
age of 53. Duby was the only city 
employee who was licensed to 
oversee adding fluoride to the 
water, 

Duby’s successor, Chad 
Beckett, became licensed by the 
Michigan Department — of 
Environmental Quality in July 
and the city began adding fluo- 
ride to the water in August. 

Beckett provided information 
to the city council on water fluor- 
idation, and a survey regarding 


the: practice: was .sent :with city: 


water bills. 

Communities began adding 
fluoride to municipal water sup- 
plies in the early 20th Century. 
The City of Grand Rapids was 
one of first municipalities to add 
the chemical to water for the pre- 
vention of tooth decay. 

For children, fluoride works to 
make tooth enamel harder and 
more resistant to acid that causes 
tooth decay. For adults, it helps 
repair early stages of tooth decay 
even before they become visible 
in the mouth, a process known as 
remineralization. 

Toothpastes, mouth rinses and 
gels contain fluoride, which is in 


foods and liquids processed with 
water containing fluoride. 

Grayling Mayor Joe Ferrigan 
said he was pleased that Grayling 
was recognized for the fluoride 
since one of the main tasks for 
officials is overseeing the health 
and welfare of the citizens. 

“It was mice to be recognized 
by a national board for the proac- 
tive actions of the city,” Ferrigan 
said, 

Dr. Sheila J. Semlar, the oral 
health coordinator for the 
Michigan Department — of 
Community Health, said that 87 
percent of the citizens in the state 
have access to water treated with 


_ fluoride. 


“We’re ,always., concerned 
when cities are looking at stop- 
ping fluoridation based on erro- 
neous information,” Semlar said. 
“The fact that Grayling has cho- 
sen to continue adding fluoride 
to the water system shows the 
community’s commitment to the 
health of the people - not just the 
children but for people represent- 
ing every generation.” 

Tom Kochheiser, spokesperson 
for the Michigan Dental 
Association, said officials were 
pleased that Grayling received 
the award for tts fluoridation ini- 
tiative,

Environmental studies approved

Grayling officials have 
approved plans to .do more 


extensive environmental studies 
on a former business property 
located on a gateway into the 
city in hopes of encouraging 
redevelopment in the communi- 
ty. 

' The Grayling City Council 
approved phase-two environ- 
mental assessment studies for 
the former Cutler’s Automotive 
& Tire property located at 1430 
I-75 Business Loop. 

The phase two assessments 
call for test wells to be drilled to 
determine if contaminates are 
under the surface and what steps 
need to be taken to clean up the 
pollutants. 

Cutler’s Automotive — and 
Repair was a gasoline station 
and repair shop which was 
established in the 1930s and 
operated in Grayling through 


2003. 

According to Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality (DEQ) records, a gaso- 
line spill occurred at the site in 
August, 1991, when an under- 
ground storage tank was being 
removed. Forty cubic. yards of 
impacted soil was excavated and 
transported for disposal, The 
DEQ closed its case for the inci- 
dent after performing an evalua- 
tion of the remediation activities. 
Three other underground storage 
tanks were also closed off in the 
ground because they were not 
able to be removed to the prox- 
imity of the I-75 Business Loop 
and the former garage. Clean 
Michigan Initiative Funds for 
the clean up were approved for 
the Michigan DEQ. 

The City of Grayling received 
a $200,000 grant from the DEQ 
to help reclaim contaminated 
properties in order to get them 
back on the tax rolls. The DEQ

A couple of weeks ago, I wrote about 
forking over $1.05 to receive campaign 
mail that I assumed to be from the Dick 
DeVos for Governor campaign.

FIRST RESPONSE came from Saul

noted that he, too, had received it, and 
that his was fully paid for. 

Next was a call from John Truscott, 
former press secretary to former Gov.

He said 
the DeVos campaign didn’t do it either. 

Mr. Truscott said they sent out 35,000 
of that particular mailing, but none with 
only a one-cent stamp. He said the cam- 
paign’s mailings are not hand addressed, 
as mine was, and the direct mail firm 
handling the DeVos campaign account 
uses address labels and postage meters, 
not individual postage stamps. 


whole episode was funny, not serious, 
and assured him that he should not be 
concerned about it. 

The candidate himself apparently was 
unaware of my $1.05 expense. When he 
appeared recently at a small gathering of 
citizens in Oxford, a former colleague 
who reads the Almanack regularly 
(which, of course, makes him a very val- 
ued friend), asked Mr. DeVos about my 
postage-due mailing. My friend said he 
appeared genuine in his claim that he 
had never heard about such a thing, but a 
DeVos campaign aide “was furiously 
taking notes” while they discussed it.

I BELIEVE them all. I don’t think 
either the DeVos campaign or 
Republican organizations were involved 
at all, Then what’s going on here? [ don’t 
know. 

The $1.05 postage-due mailing was 
not the first nor the only one I received 
under similar circumstances, only the 
most expensive, and thus the one most 


All these mailings were addressed 
handwritten to Richard L. “Dick” 
Milliman, with no return address, and 
each carried a one-cent stamp. 

The first also apparently was from the 
DeVos for Governor campaign. It 
included a standard campaign statement 
about how terrible is the current admin- 
istration and how wonderful Dick DeVos 
is, plus an actual petition for DeVos’ 
nomination, along with instructions on 
how to ‘circulate and file it. I thought 
nothing of this mailing. 

About a week later came the expen- 
sive piece. I detected a trend, thought it 
was funny, and wrote a column. 

SHORTLY ANOTHER _ mailing 
arrived, with campaign material for 
Republican Keith Butler for U.S. Senate, 
asking for contributions and support. I 
paid 36 cents, 

A week or so later, came a letter from 
John Ashcroft, former attorney general, 
with a plea for funds for something 


Institute in Washington, obviously a 
conservative cause. Out of curiosity, 
again I paid 36 cents, but decided 
enough is enough .... no more postage 
due from me. 

I talked to some postal people about it. 
They said if postage due is unpaid, the 
item is returned to sender, or in these 
cases, would go to the dead letter sec- 
tion. 

So what’s been going on? I don’t 
know. My best guess is that someone 
who knows me is recycling his/her polit- 
ical mailings by sending them on to me 
as cheaply as possible. 

Is it a joke? Is it a serious attempt to 
seck my support? Does the mysterious 
re-mailer consider himself/herself friend 
or enemy? I simply don’t know. 

The whole thing is interesting, but is it 
important? No.

Consumer Safety in Cyberspace 


We all get them, those annoy- 
ing e-mails trying to sell us just 
about anything. But lurking in 
those unsolicited e-mails or 
“spam” may be several unsavory 
scams. Those spam scams aren’t 
trying to sell, but to steal the 
unsuspecting victim’s financial 
and personal information and 
their identity. 

But spam isn’t the only cause 
for worry online. While folks 
usually know it when they get 
spammed, they may not know it 
when spyware has been installed 
on their computer. Spyware is 
software installed on a computer 
without the owner’s knowledge 
or permission that monitors or 
controls the computer use, and it 
can also be used by cyber crooks 
to steal someone’s identity, 

As part of October’s National 


Cyber Security Month, the 
Federal Trade Commission 
launched a new website, 


www.OnGuardOnline.gov, 
which provides valuable — infor- 
mation on safe computing prac- 
tices, securing computers from 
hackers and viruses, and guard- 
ing against Internet fraud. The 
On Guard Online website offers 
several resources and recommen- 
dations for computer users, some 
of which are outlined below. 
Cyber con artists use all man- 
ners of deception to steal money 
and information from unsuspect- 
ing computer owners through 
devices such as spam, phishing 
and spyware. Knowing about 


these scams is the first step in 
protecting one’s self. 

Spam scams come in several 
flavors. There’ 's the s scam where 
the. sender claims to be an official 
of a foreign government whose 
money is tied up for a period of 
time. The con artist offers to 
transfer money into the individu- 
als’ account if he or she will pay 
a fee to help the “government 
official” access their money. 
These crooks want to steal both 
the victim’s money and identity. 

Some spams clatm that the 
recipient has just won a foreign 
lottery. The catch is that the 
“winner” has to pay to collect the 
winnings. A number of scams 
attempt to get unsuspecting vic- 
tims to purchase worthless prod- 
ucts or services, such as weight 
loss or cure-all products. They 
claim that the patch, pill or cream 
will just melt away the pounds or 
that the product is a_ scientific 
breakthrough or a miracle cure. 

There’s a name for products 
such as these, snake oil. In the 
old days it was a traveling medi- 
cine show trying to foist these 
“cures” on the unsuspecting. 
Today it’s con artists and their e- 
mails. . 

While losing $50 to a bogus 
cure-all hurts, the real pain 
comes if the con artist is able to 
extract something even more 
valuable than money, a victim’s 
identity.

to perpetrate indentity theft. 
Phishing occurs when a comput- 
er user recetves an e-mail from 
an authentic looking | business or 
organization that.asks for persan- 
al or financial information. 
Often the sender of the e-mail 
will say that they are updating 
their records and want to validate 
or confirm the account informa- 
lion. 

People can avoid getting 
hooked by phishing scams by not 
replying or clicking on a link in 
the message. Legitimate compa- 
nies don’t ask for this type of 
information by e-mail. 
Sometimes the phisher sends 
messages that direct the user to a 
website that looks just lke the 
real company’s site, but it’s not. 
These sites try ta get the comput- 
er user to divulge his or her per- 
sonal information, 

Spyware can be used to record 
the computer user’s keystrokes 
and monitor their Internet surf- 
ing, which in turn could lead to 
identity theft. Some tell-tale 
signs that spyware has infected a 
computer include: a stream of 
pop-up ads; random error mes- 
sages; the browser goes to other 
sites rather than the one entered 
in the address field; and slow or 


sluggish computer operation. 
Identity theft occurs when a 

crook acquires someone’s per- 

sonal imformation such a as their, 


‘name, Social Security number oi 


credit card number and uses it to 
perpetrate fraud or other crimes. 
Anyone who suspects that their 
identity has been stolen should 
contact one of the three con- 
sumer reporting companies: 
Equifax, 1-800-525-6285 or 
http://www.equifax.com,; 
Experian, 1-888-397-3742 or 
http:// www.experian.com; 
TransUnion, 1-800-680-7289 or 
http:// transunion.com and place 
an initial fraud alert on their 
credit reports. 

As a precaution, it’s also a 
good idea for everyone to keep 
track of their credit report. 
Beginning this year, everyone 
can get one free credit report by 
calling 1-877-322-8228 or going 
to http://annualereditreport.com. 

These are just a few steps con- 
sumers can take to protect them- 
selves on the Internet. For more 
information on safe computing 
practices, visit the Federal Trade 
Commission’s website, 
www.OnGuardOnline.gov.

Paul desired the fellowship of 
their mutual faith. He said in 
‘Rom t:ti: “tiFor [ long to 
see you, that | may impart unto 
you some spiritual gift, to the 
end ye may be established.” 
Now he avoids any misunder- 
standing by assuring them that 
he was not claiming in verse }1 
any superiority to them in the 
faith, He says in verse 12: 
“12That is, that I may be com- 
forted together with you by the 
mutual faith both of you and 
ine.” First, Paul gives this clari- 
fication to avoid confusion. He 
looked forward to being filled 
with their company in Romans 
15:32, Or as Paul said in 
Romans 15:32: “That 1 may 
came unto you with joy by the 
will of God, and may with you 
be refreshed.” Paul wanted the 
Roman saints to know he was 
not coming to them with any air 
of superiority, but as one of 
them to rejoice together in their 
mutual faith, 

Next, Paul’s clarification 
included the consolation of 
mutual comfort: “vy acthat: of 
may be comforted together with 
you.” Paul gives insight into 
the nature of this comfort in 2 
Cor. 7:06.72:  “6Nevertheless 
God, that comforteth those that 
are cast down, comforted us by

the coming of Titus; 7And not 


by his coming only, but by the 
consolation wherewith he was 
comforted in you, when he told 
us your earnest desire, your 
mourning, your fervent mind 
toward me; so that I rejoiced the 
more.“ Just as Paul was com- 
forted by the coming of Titus 
and the comfort of the 
Corinthian saints, so also, he 
looked forward to mutual com- 
fort in fellowship with the 
Roman saints. Paul reminded 
us in 2 Cor. 1:3,4 that God is: 

the God of all comfort; 
Who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation, that we may be able 
to comfort them which are in 
any trouble, by the comfort 
wherewith we ourselves are 
comforted of God.” 

Finally, Paul desired com- 
munion with the Roman saints 
to affirm the convictions of their 
faith, “....By the mutual faith 
both of you and me.”

* clarify and update portions of 
state law which encourage com- 
panics to allow public recreation 
access to woodland holdings in 
exchange for decreased tax 
assessments; 

* encourage private landawn- 
ers to implement forest manage- 
ment plans through tax incen- 
tives; 

* provide tax incentives to the 
forest products industry to invest 
in and expand operations. 

"My legislation for forest ren- 


aiggance zones will... remove... 


obstacles to locating forest indus- 
try businesses in Michigan: and 
make it more attractive for new 
companies to locate close to an 
abundant supply of quality 
resources,” said Walker, R- 
Traverse City. 

The forest industry employs 
approximately 200,000 Michigan 
workers and contributes $12 bil- 
lion to the state’s economy each 
year. . 

“We see this legislation as one 
cog in the wheel that will get the 
state’s economy rolling again,” 
said Elsenheimer, R-Bellaire
